The board of supervisora today re­ 
jected the proposition of J. Sherlock 
Allen to give the counly $1|250 for the 
abandoned county buildings at Berrien 
Springs by instructing the oommittee 
on county buildings to sell the same 
for $2,000. • 


Mr. Allen was asked by T h e N e w s 
if he would |)ay $2,000 for the property 
and he replied in the negative. He 
said ho was not disposed to enter into a 
I'ompetitive bid for the buildinj^s. 
If 
he could get possession of them for 
$l/2ri0 he would invest at oncc, but he 
would {rive no more. 
He' bud e.xten 
slve mining interests in Me.vico, he 
fMiid, in which he could invest the $1,- 
2oO ut a greater protit, and althoui;h 
he much preferred living at Berrien 
Springs he would go to Mexico rather 
than pay more for the county property 
than it is uctually worth. 


Mr. Allen said further that If his of­ 
fer had been accepted he would have 
e.xpended $15,000 in 
improvements 
upon the property. The upper part of 
the court house he intended to trans­ 
form Into a hall room, also build a 
stage at one end and use the room for 
amateur theatricals. On the Hrst iloor 
ho contemplated the arrangement of a 
gymnasium and a library. 
He did not 
intend to alter the e.xterlor of the 
building more than was neeessury to 
make It substantial, in conformity U) 
the wishes of old residents who were 
dlsi>osed to allow the building to re­ 
main in a condition sugtrestive of its 
age and the pur[>6se it had served. 


The jail, he said, would liave been 
converted into a 
hotel. This plan 
would have entailed considerable ex- 
)ense as u hotel, to be popular, must 
>e as much unlike a jail as |)ossible. 
The cells, the bars and some of the 
wails he Intended to remove. It is con­ 
sidered oy all concerned that the boat'd 
of su()crvlsors made a mistake in not 
closing with Mr. Allen at $1,250. 


Supervisor Baldwin, of chickaming, 
was one who opposed the $1,250 deal, 
anti Supervisor Kramer, of Hoyalton, 
maioiuined that the old buildings were 
worth “all the way from '^.{,000 to $5,- 
OUO. ” A motion that the committee on 
county buildings sell tne property for 
$2,000 was made and carried. 


Attorney George H. Murdoch ai> 
peared bc*fore the board In the inter­ 
ests of Mr. Allen. 
He was taken ill 
very suddenly while the board was 
acting on the county buildings matter 
and the services of Dr. Wilson were 
necessary to restore him. 


The proposition to sell the court 
house was made u special order for 3 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon.

The Auance committee rejected the 
reports of the clerks of Berrien, Lin­ 
coln, Watervllet, Three Oaks and New 
Buffalo townships because of their ir­ 
regularity and the board ordered the 
re|)ort8 returned to the clerks for cor­ 
rection. The reports were not accom­ 
panied by certificates indicating that 
their contents were a part of the regu­ 
lar proceedings of the townshlo board, 
a requirement made necessary by law’ 
before the taxes reported could be 
spread upon the general roll. The 
board has trouble every year over the 
reports of various township clerks and 
there was a disposition among the su­ 
pervisors to provide the clerks with a 
particular form on which to enter re­ 
ports. After a brief discussion this 
proposition was decided impracticable. 


The county indigent soldiers’ com­ 
mission will this year have more money 
to spend for the relief of needy war 
veterans than it had last year. Last 
year the boürd ordered a tax levy of 
one-twentieth of a mill for such pur­ 
poses, the amount raised being $781.86. 
This sum, the commission reported to 
the board, wan not sufficient. Only $46 
of it remained to carr? on two more 
months of relief work, and a few deser­ 
ving cases bad to go uncared for be­ 
cause of the lack of funds. 
The com- 
miition recommended that one-tenth 
of a mill be levied this year for the 
worlTand the board took favorable ac­ 
tion on the recommendation.

Tlie m eeting had up to th at 
point been of a som ewhat mild descrip­ 
tion, but much denunciation of England 
and tallc of 1798 followed, Kelly,

M anchesler, for instance, saying th at 
Ireland would have her Jubilee In 1S3S

There was, 
however, no discord w hatever: the re.^- 
olutions wei;e all adopted with enthusi­ 
asm, and the reading of a teleffram from 
the Irish Independent League of New 
York w as heartily cheered.

eration, a sort of glorifled vestry, in­ 
stead of a free parliam ent.”

Resolutions were adopted urging the 
Irish everywhere to commemorate the 
centennary of 1798, denouncing the gov­ 
ernm ent for repudiating the report of 
the royal commission on the tinanc.'al 
relations between G reat Britain and 
Ireland, and dem anding the relea.se of 
the dynam lters-now in British prisons. 
Chanler. who was called upon to ud* 
dress the convention, made a ringing 
speech, asserting th at the Irish would 
never achieve home rule until they were 
united, and expre^lng the opinion th at 
they had not allied themselves with the 
Tories or the Liberals “because both 
the English governm ent and English­ 
men are never ju st and never do a 
generous act unless forced to do it by 
fear.”

This caused the,police to m ake an a t ­ 
tem pt to disperse the violent portion of 
th s crowd, and In the conflict which 
followed six policemen w*ere injured and 
otte pioier w as killed. 


The streets were quiet last evening. 
A special detail of police. was petroling 
the district th at w as the scene of the 
llsturbance. In all there were tw enty- 
four arrests. *nie rioter who was killed 
has not yet been Identifled, but appears 
to have been a workm an. The prefect 
of police has ordered the dissolution of 
the Rom an Social Union.

But 
the people nirho m ust suffer from a strict 
application of aclentinc m ethodi rebel, 
the result being th a t the pathw ay of 
the board of health is beaet w ith dlf- 
Aculties. I t there w as strict obmpllance 
w ith the health lays. It prom pt re­ 
port was m ade of cases the fever g trm a 
would quickly be wiped out. B ut It be­ 
gins to look now as It from th irty to 
forty cases and from four, to six deaths 
will be daily reported until Jack F rost 
puts in an appearance. 
Y esterday, as 
on nearly every day since th e fever first 
appeared here, about 59 per cent, of the 
fatalities was traceable to neglcct and 
a diBposition to hide cases until it was 
too late to do anything to save life. 


Case That Ai One la Polat. 


Tlic case of Robert H ite was repnrted 
yesterday. He had been ill some time. 
People In the vicinity of where he llv'id 
knew he was ill. 
Yet .no report was 
made to tiie health authorities and the 
announcement of the H ite case w as a l­ 
most contemporaneous w ith his death. 
Tlie most Im portant feature of the new« 
as to the new cases was the fact th at 
four reopUi were found to have been 
stricken at the Jew ish home, a well 
known local charitable Institution. The 
officials of Touro indi'm ary agreed to 
receive tiie oaneí? and they were a t once 
taken to th a t hospital, which is largely 
supported by the Hebrew popuiation.
